Victoria Is Burned and Federal Offi­ 
cers Put to Death—Blowing Up of 
Train and Massacre of 300 Men and 


IOO Women Reported. 


Mexico City, Mux., Nov. 29. — Re­ 
ports of Federal disasters in all parts 
iv! tho republic indicate that General 
Huerta's 
dictatorship is 
crumbling. 
I he most conservative of observers 
here say that Christmas will see a 
new government in Mexico City. 
It is believed that Huerta sees the 
handwriting on tile wall, but is de­ 
termined to tight to the last. It is his 
policy to crush every suspected per­ 
son within Ins reach. 
Fifty cases of typhoid fever were 
reported in Mexico City. Conditions in 
the capital are becoming alarming. 
The fuel and food shortage is more 
serious than was at first believed, and 
the city may become famine-stricken. 
Reports from Tampico say that Vic­ 
toria. capital of the state of Tasnauli- 
pas, has been raxed and looted by the 
rebels under General Pablo Gonzales 
and General Jesus Carranza in the 
face of an expected 
attack by the 
combined Federal forces under Gen­ 
erals Guillermo, Navarette aud Gear- 
anze. 
The reports Indicate that the rebels 
were thorough in their destruction of 
the city, leaving no stone upon anoth­ 
er, burning all houses and using dy­ 
namite 
in destroying anything that 
resisted the names. 
Blood and family ties did not avail 
to halt the vengeance of the Const!- 
iptionalists ivhcn Federal officeholders 
fell into their hands at the capture of 
Victoria. State as well as Federal of­ 
ficials were executed without quarter. 
Among those slain was a young civ­ 
ilian. cousin of Knrique Caballero, a 
leader of the* rebels at Victoria and 
one of the chief lieutenants of Venus- 
tiano Carranza. 
The young civilian 
was condemned to die because he had 
helped the Federal troops to defend 
tho city. 
A further movement of rebel troops 
from tho district of Victoria toward 
Tampico is reported. 
The telegraph 
wires 
were cut at Gonzalez, 
sixty 
miles northwest of Tampico. 
By the capture and destruction of 
Victoria the rebels have attained com­ 
plete control of cine of the two *n- 
trances to Tampico, and the line ot re­ 
treat of the Federal forde# Is such 
that it will entirely eliminate U»e*n 
from any effort made In the defense 
of the city. 
Another report received, hut not yet 
verified, is that a troop train, carrying 
300 Federals, under lieutenant Pena; 
IOO women, known as soldideras, and 
many children who were with the mo 
men, was blown up by dynamite b«* 
tween J.aventura snd San Salvador, 
on the National railway. 
Instantly after the explosion a I arg •* 
lorre of-rebels surrounded tho train 
and massacred those who had sur­ 
vived the dynamiting. The women and 
children were all killed and every sol­ 
dier was shot, Only em** man. a rail- 
way telegraph operator, managed to 
escape. 
The* train was taking troops from 
Vaneras to Saltillo to strengthen the 
garrison, which is threatened with at­ 
ta* k by hordes of rebels. 
Governor

Oaxaca, reports that the rebels from 
the state of Guerrero destroyed the 
town «*l San Geronimo, south of (tax 
ara City. Women helped the men of 
the town in the defense.
